33,000 deaths were recorded 
in 


premature infants. 


There is improvement. In 193; 


about 15 premature infants 
diec 


for every 1000 live births; in 1944 
this had fallen to about 11. This 
means that today infants born pre 
maturely have a 20 per cent bet 
tor chance of surviving than those 
who were born 15 years ago. 


A baby is considered premature 


if its weight at birth is less than 
5% pounds. Premature babies are 
usually weak and have tg be fee 
at frequent intervals, often with a 
medicine dropper. 


Two things are largely respon 


sible for the. improvement in the 
chances 
of life for these infants 


One is the improved incubators 
which in many modern hospitals 
today are air-conditioned cubicle, 
with temperature 
and humidity 


kept under control. The second is 
the greatly improved knowledge o 
feeding. 


After Danger Period 
Premature babies who live pas 


the danger period are just 
a. 


likely to be healthy as those who 
are born with normal .size 
anc 


weight. Their rate of growth i 
more rapid than full-size infants 
Consequently in a few months o 
a year or two they catch up will 
larger infants. 


The problem of reducing death 


of premature infants is still pres 
sent in spite of improvemeints. Par 
of the problem can be met by try 
ing to reduce the number of pre 
maturely born infants. Part cai 
be met also by further steps aimec 
at improving the chances of liv 
ing for these tiny infants. 


Question: Would it be harmfi 


for a patient to use epsom salt 
as a laxative when he has dia 
betes? 


Answer: Diabetes should be treat 


ed as indicated in the individua 
case. Epsom salts do not constitut 
one of the treatments for diabetes 
and should not be used frequent!

(UP)—Eddie Dyer, who has a pen- 
nant winner and a second place 
club to show for his two seasons 
as a major league manager, sin- 
gled out the Brooklyn Dodgers to- 
day as the club to beat in the 1948 
National League pennant race.

The Giants, he recalled, were the 
only club to beat the 
Cardinals 
over the season last year — they 
broke even with the Dodgers. 
"My," he exclaimed, "how those 
Giants murdered us with their hit- 
ting last year, particularly at the 
Polo Grounds. We couldn't beg, 
borrow or steal a ball game there. 
"And while you can't 
discount 


the kind of power they have, the 
kind (hat we and the Dodgers have, 
too, 
you just can't overlook those 
Braves. Just look at the records 
of 1947. 


"They have two of the best pitch- 
ers in baseball in Johnny Sain and 
Warren Spahn.
